Richm ond, Oct. 19.—Rte bm end threw 
open her g ates to Presider* Roosevelt 
W ednesday, 
and 
during 
th*- 
seven 
hours of his stay, sta te and city offi­ 
cials and citizens accorded him a W a­ 
conia. h earty and sincere. 
T he p resi­ 
dential train arriv ed a few m inutes 
a fte r noon and from th a t m om ent until 
7 o’clock th a t night, when he departed 
for Raleigh. N. C., over the Keabord 
A ir Line, he w as given an ovation. H is 
en try Into the city w as the signal for a 
wild dem onstration from a m ultitude, 
and the welcom ing enthusiasm only 
ceased when his train continued on Its 
Journey to the south. 
R oosevelt day in Richm ond 
broke 
w ith g litterin g clouds, but by I o’clock 
the bright O ctober sun shone In a clear 
sky. 
The street sw eepers and decor­ 
ato rs had been at w ork all n ight and 
the city w as in gai t attire. 
B usiness 
was 
practically 
suspended 
a t 
11:30 J 
o’clock and nearly the whole ppopu- ’ 
latten w as in th e streets. 
G athered a t 
the depot or lining the sidew alk along 
the route announced for the proces­ 
sion. 
The decorations of the buildings, 
public and private, w ere profuse In 
m any instances p o rtraits of the p resi­ 
d ent being displayed. 
At 12 o clock sh arp the presidential 
train pulled into the M ain street, de - 
I>ot. in which the reception com m ittee 
had gathered. 
T he approach to the 
suburbs w as heralded by a b last of the 
w histles a t the Seaboard shops, which 
w as responded to by w histles all over 
the < 
A special com m ittee, consisting of 
G overnor M ontague. M ayor M cCarthy 
and C aptain W. H. C urtis, boarded the 
p resident's car and form ally welcomed 
him to Richm ond. 
A short while was 
■pent in Introductions on the platform 
and then th " president w as escorted to 
the speakers' stand in C apitol square. 
The procession w as headed by a de­ 
tail of police and consisted of th e V ir­ 
ginia M ilitary In stitu te cadet corps. 
S eventh V irginia V olunteer infantry. 
Richm ond L ight In fan try Blues. C iti­ 
zens’ mount**' escort and special e s­ 
cort to the 
president, consisting of 
m ounted how itzers, the president, gov- I 
ei nor and m ayor In carriag es and the . 
reception com m ittee and city official* I 
In carriages. 
W hen the procession arrived a t C ap- j 
Bol square the president and p a rty I 
called at th** executive m ansion and 
paid their resj>ects. and then repaired ! 
to the speakers’ stand, which w as s u r­ 
rounded by one of the g re at°st m u lti­ 
tudes ever assem bled 
in 
Richm ond. 
M ayor M cC arthy presented the gov­ 
ernor. who. In a bref and m ost com pli­ 
m en tary 
sjieech, the 
sentim ents of 
which were cheered to the echo. In tro ­ 
duced the president. 
Presider.* 
Roosevelt 'in his speech. 
■aid th a t he tru sted he need h ardly 
say how great w as his pleasure a t 
speaking "In th is historic capital of 
your historic sta te ; the 
sta te 
than 
which no other has contribute a larger 
proportion to the leadership of th e n a ­ 
tion; for on the honor roll of those 
A m erican w orthies whose g reatn ess Is 
not only for the age. but for all tim e, 
not only for one nation, but for all the 
world, on this honor roll V irginia's 
nam e stan d s above all others." 
Mr. Roos**volt spok — of w hat br.ivory 
the southern soldiers displayed In the 
w ar betw een the states. “I th in k g re a t­ 
er praise Is due the south." he said, 
for w hat her people have accom plish­ 
ed in the forty y ears of peace. 
H er 
success has been extraordinary, and all 
citizens of our comm on country should 
feel Joy and pride in it.” 
The president finished speaking at 
2:20 o’clock when 
the 
line w as re ­ 
form ed and the m arch taken up to the 
M asonic tem ple, w here a n elaborate 
banquet w ith covers for 400 persons 
w as spread. 
The hall w as m agnifi­ 
cently decorated. 
T he president w as 
evidently in the highest sp irits and 
talked and laughed co nstantly during 
the mead. 
M ayor M cC arthy proposed a to ast to 
the president, which w as drunk e n ­ 
thusiastically. and Mr. R oosevelt rose 
to respond. 
A fter the banquet the 
presidential party visited points of in ­ 
terest about the city. 
The p arty first 
stopped a t the Lee m onum ent, w here 
th e C onfederate v eterans from R. E. 
Lee C am p Soldiers’ Hom e w ere g a th ­ 
ered to greet the president. 
H e paid 
a high trib u te to G eneral Lee and the 
Con federate soldiers. 
The p arty then visited the old hom e 
of the late Chief Ju stic e M arshall, then 
St. Jo h n 's K pi POO pal 
church, 
w here 
P atrick H enry m ade his groat “give 
me liberty or give me d e ath ” speech. 
Mrs. Roosevelt w as elegantly e n te r­ 
tained by the wife of G overnor M on­ 
tague. M ost fashionable elem ent of the 
•ity attended. 
A t th e 
C onfederate 
m useum Mr. 
R oosevelt w as presented w ith a bunch 
of roses tied w ith C onfederate colors. 
S hortly a fte r 6 o’clock the president 
joined M rs. R oosevelt a t the govern­ 
o r’s m ansion and a little later the v is­ 
itors w ere escorted to 
the 
station, 
w hence a t 7 o’clock th eir train d e p a rt­ 


ed from Kailetgh and tne south. 
At one point in the line of m arch 
the president shook hands w ith Giles 
J. Jackson, president of th e Jam estow n 
Exposition company, and told a g a th ­ 
ering of negroes he w as glad to see 
th eir progress. 
During president's progress through 
th** city he showed special in terest In 
the school children lined up to greet 
him, the w hites on one side of Broad 
street, th" blacks on the other. 
He 
m uch am used at another point by the I 
appearer* e of a huge stuffed hear, over 
which was the sign: 
"Mr. President, have a shot; the only 
dri* In Richmond.'’ 
liq la u r e l heart­ 
ily at this. 
As th* party pass* I the C entenary 
M ethodist < hun h th** chim es in th* 
tow er Tang out, "My C ountry, 'T is of 
Thee," and at an o th er point 160 girls 
from the W om an's college, attired in 
pure white, sang the sam e anthem . 
E veryw here the p arty 's progress wa* 
through 
streets 
packed 
w ith 
well 
dressed p e o p le who cheered the p resi­ 
dent enm usiastlcaU y and showed in 
every way th eir delight a t setdng th* 
chief executive of the country. 
To a reporter th e president said he 
w as delighted w ith his Richm ond re ­ 
ception. 
“I like the southern people 
and I cannot express how greatly I a p ­ 
preciate the w arm w ay in which I w as 
received today.”

viously unknown and of singular beau­ 
ty.

Fairieanum, 
Who*** native haunt on the Tlb*-t border 
ha* be*-n rediscovered, after being 
lost fifty years, 
specimens of the 
same 
plant and 
keen was the competition that ensiled 
for their possession. 
But most of the 
purchasers simply wasted their money, 
the plants did not flourish. 
The origi­ 
nal stock dwindled and died. 
For 
many years there has been only one 
specimen in existence among orchid 
collectors, and a diminutive one at 
that. 
But its possession has been suf­ 
ficient to confer additional distinction 
on its distinguished owneT, S ir Trevor 
law rence, president of the Royal H or­ 
ticultural Society. 
The aim of every 
orchid enthusiast is to get hold of an 
orchid 
that 
nobody 
else 
has. 
S ir 
Trevor has several times been offered 
big sums for his puny Fairieanum , 
but nothing could Induce him to part 
with it. 
The Tibet expedition, which sought 
to open up the Forbidden Land to the 
trade of India, brought back speci­ 
mens of pretty nearly everything that 
could be obtained in that grim region. 
One member of the mission who was 
a botanist discovered a lot of orchids, 
which were sent to Calcutta. 
From 
thence two of them were dispatched 
to Kew Gardens. 
One of them has 
just flowered and experts have pro­ 
nounced it the long sought and redis­ 
covered Fairieanum .

As the mon­ 
key la mischievous, so Is the llou proud 
and is easily the leader among the 
vain animals. 
He is the zoological 
Beau Brummel. The lion rather fan 
des the camera expert and whenever 
one comes In view will settle down in­ 
to a graceful pose and keep it until the 
operator turns away. A cumera seems 
to terrify the tiger. At first he looks at 
it In quiet amazement. When the op­ 
erator draws nearer tho look of won­ 
der gives place to one of annoyance 
and the pressed back ears give token 
of a tiger. 
“The problem of perpetual motion is 
almost solved by the hyena. It has a 
homely face, wide at the top and point­ 
ed at the bottom, and has meanness 
und treachery written In every line. 
About the only way to secure a good 
picture In his case Is to tie him fast so 
that he cannot move a Jot. Even then 
results are not entirely satisfactory.”

Gastric Digestion. 
T h ? stom achs of our dom estic ani­ 
mals vary greatly In size, th at of the 
hog holding 7 to 9 quarts, the horse 
17 to 19, and th*1 ox over 300 quarts. 
Colin, who gives the above data, found 
145 pound* of air-dry fodder in the 
first th ree co m p artm en ts of the atom 
Hrh of a cow that had fasted two days. 
T he stom ach of the ox is never w ith­ 
out considerable content, even after 
long starvation. 
The digestion of the 
starch y m a tte r of the food through 
action of the sativa continues in the 
stom ach. 
A fter the food enters the 
stom ach a churning motion is set up 
which causes it »o travel from the 
place on an tra tire toward 
the exit 
W hile this motion is going on, a fluid 
la being poured upon it from the lin­ 
ing of the stomach. 
This fluid is at 
first alkaline, but gradually becomes 
m ore and more acid. 
T he am ount of gastric fluid poured 
out bas not yet been definitely d e te r­ 
mined. 
Some writers place It as high 
as one-fourth the we:ght of the body 
daily, others a tenth, and o th ers even 
less. 
The constituents of the gastric Juice 
which effect change* nre pepsin, rem 
net, and acid. 
Pepsin is a soluble 
ferm ent which acts upon the food only 
In the presence of dilute acid. 
Ren­ 
net has the p > w *- r of curdling milk, 
one part coagulating 400,000 parts of 
<asein. 
Cane sugar Is not ferm entable 
and cannot be a r m illa te d until It is 
changed to 
glucose 
and 
laevulose. 
Hydrochloric a« id is present in con 
aide table am ount in the gastric juice 
( ’ane sugar 
in 
the food is 
slowly 
changed by tills acid into laevulose 
and glucose. 
T h e main action of the 
gastric Juice is, however, in convert 
ing the album inoids into 
peptones 
leaving the fatty m atter and cellulose 
to be attacked later. 
The stom ach of 
the horse is ao small that It cannot 
contain a full feed at one time, and 
consequently that portion 
which Ii 
first eaten is usually pushed on from 
the stomach into the small in te s tin o 
before it has b o n long acted on by the 
gastric juice 
Prof. W. A. Henry, in 
Feeds and Feeding. 


Feed and the Color of Butter. 


Some of the dairy people are quite 
excited over the possibility of the use 
of butter color being prohibited, and 
are discussing the question of w hether 
or not feed affects the color of b utter 
Evidently some of teem wish to give 
the impression th at 
feed 
does not 
under any conditions affect the color 
of I.utter, and that therefore the farm ­ 
er should 
m ake 
a 
vigorous 
fight 
against any such law, as they would 
then be unable to have yellow butter. 
One of them heftds an article, "Can't 
Feed for Color,” and then quotes Pro 
fessor W ine of Cornell, Professor Jo r­ 
dan of Geneva, and Professor Babcock 
of Wisconsin 
W hat they say contra 
diets the heading for they assort most 
em phatically that feed does modify 
the color of the butter. 
Professor 
Jordan Baya that the butter fat from 
the sam e Individual cow iB of higher 
color when she is on pasture than 
■when she is on dry feed in the barn. 
Professor 
W ing 
says 
th at 
certain 
feeds noticeably affect the fat in milk. 
F resh pasture grass is famed for this, 
be says. 
Professor Babcock declares 
th a t green 
forage has the 
highest 
color, that succulent foods, as roots or 
silage, also improve the color in win­ 
ter, and Hiat corn meal gives a better 
color than wheat bran. 
Every reader of the F a rm e rs’ Re­ 
view that has had anything to do with 
the m aking of 
butter on 
the 
farm 
knows that 
when 
the pastures are 
green and luxuriant in June, the butter 
color is at its highest. 
There is no 
question that foods can be given the 
cows that will to a considerable ex­ 
ten t affect the color of the milk, even 
In winter.— F arm ers' Review. 


Company Owned Threshers. 
It has been pointed out in these 
columns that much loss is each year 
incurred by farm ers from having to 
allow their grain to stand too long in 
the shock while waiting the arrival 
of the threshing outfit, which is too 
busy to promptly take care of all of 
the work desired to be done. 
T h re s h ­ 
ers are increasing in num ber in each 
community, but as two-thirds of the 
farm ers in m any districts prefer to 
thresh from the shock and could not 
otherw ise dispose of their grain crop, 
many more machines are needed and 
should be furnished ta order to put a 
stop to the serious loss or dam age of 
grain. 
In Great Britain almost w ith­ 
ou t exception the farm s have individ­ 
ual threshing mills, most of which are 
run by w ater power, which necessi­ 
tates having dam s or ponds. 
W here 
m odern buildings have recently been 
built, steam power runs the thresher, 
which is a fixture in a special build­ 
ing, says the F a n n e rs ' Review. 


With us small th resh ers might be 
run by electric power where trolley 
lines pass near th(? farm, or by the 
old-fashioned horse power or even a 
steam engine, w here the farm is large. 
T hese things 
will come som e day. 
M eanwhile it would seem to be a good 
plan for farm ers to band to g eth er in 
a com m unity for the purchase of a 
th resh in g outfit of sufficient capacity 
to do the work required, and then 
each season stack the grain on each 
farm and thresh with the com pany 
m achine just when most convenient 
or profitable. 
A com pany m achine could not well 
thresh from the shock quickly enough 


to suit all of 
the farm ers 
owning 
stock in the outfit; 
hence it would 
be best to stack the grain, and that 
indeed is probably the best plan for 
ftll concerned In districts w here th# 
harvesting weather Is not Invariably 
dry and hot. 
While help 
is scarce 
shoc king will still he as shockingly 
done as it is at present on most farms. 
The she aves are bundled to g e th e ra n y 
old way and take rain like a sponge, 
so that they soon co n in en ce to rot 
and sprout or at least become discol­ 
ored. 
Discolored grain loses grade In 
the market and cuts down the value 
of a lot of grain in the country eleva 
tor. 
Better to stack the grain and 
thresh et I he hest time to conserve 
every good quality of the crop. 


Soil Depletion Unnecessary. 
A noted writer In a contem porary 
recently stated that "a1! soils will be 
depleted In time.” a view of the m at­ 
ter which is so erroneous th at already 
the author is being taken to task by 
other experienced agriculturists. 
The 
trend of what appears in the agricul­ 
tural papers from month to month up­ 
on th** subject of plant food In soils 
is perhaps the 
conclusion 
arrived 
at by the writer referred to, and It 
may lie well for farm ers to fear that 
soli will inevitably "play ou t” in time, 
but when all Is considered it becomes 
apparent at least 
ihat there 
is no 
re a1 nerd of such depleting 
taking 
place. 
It is a fact th a t soil cropped 
year afte r year for a long tim e with 
the sam e crop will gradually lose one 
or m ore of (ne foods or soil ingred­ 
ients needed to the welfare of th a ’ 
particular crop. and for this reason 
that special crop 
will there fall to 
thrive, while other crops not depen­ 
dent upon the pre sence of the special 
Ingredient lacking may thrive fairly 
well tor a time, 
a soil then becomes 
depleted for one 
crop, but may do 
well enough for some other crop, as 
has bein seen In the history of the 
w heat fields of t.ie country. 
Change 
of crop tends to renovate land, in that 
it gives the soil a chance *o recuper­ 
ate from its past trial and store up 
fresh hoards of that Ingredient which 
was sapped in its assim ilable form 
But not exhausted in 
its 
dormant 
form. 
By proper rotation of crops, 
by raising and feeding of live stock, 
by growing clover and legumes such 
as peas, beans, etc., no soil need be 
come too depleted to raise profitable 
crops, and by additional use of artifi­ 
cial fertilizers any soil may become 
ri< her than it was originally although 
long used for the production of farm 
crops. 
Such is the history of w'ide 
areas of poor land in Europe and even 
in some of our eastern states. 
They 
ran down for a time by 
successive 
cropping without proper rotation, but 
a fter intelligent m ethods of cropping, 
stock feeding and soil 
fertilization 
were introduced they were renovated 
and now bear crops abundantly. 
Un­ 
der the circum stances it is well to 
understand that soils may become de­ 
pleted, but no one should conclude 
th at depletion is inevitable in th*- fu­ 
ture.— A. 
S.

Color of Clover Seed. 
Those who have exurtfned clover 
seed m ust have n o tic e ^ th a t there are 
three general kind#* Into which the 
colors may be divided. 
T here is the 
yellow seed, the variegated seed and 
the brown seed. 
The brown seeds are 
now known to he of low germ inative 
capacity, and their peculiar color is 
given by the prolonged action of rain 
on the seeds. 
This has been esiab 
fished by taking yellow 
seeds 
and 
variegated seeds and wetting aud dry­ 
ing them 
for 
a considerable 
time. 
Some agriculturists tested the germ ­ 
inative power of average lots of clover 
seed Imported from Russia and also 
some purchased in the United States. 
In the Russian seed the germ inations 
were: variegated seed, kl per cent; 
yellow seed, 85.6 per 
cent; 
brown 
seed, 13.6 per cent. 
In the American 
seed, the germ inations were; 
varie­ 
gated, 94.7 per cent; yellow, 94.2 per 
cent; brown. 13 per cent. 
It will thus 
be seen th at the value of the brown 
seed was very slight. 
Experim ents in 
the actual use of thife seed seemed 
to show that the yellow seed pro­ 
duces a slightly larger yield of hay. 
The seeds in the Russian clover were 
cart fully separated and the 
propor­ 
tions of each color were found to be 
as 
follows: 
variegated, 
35.89 
per 
cent; yellow, 18.77 per cent; brown, 
15.91 per cent; Interm ediate, 26.84 pei 
cent; weed seed, 1.35 per cent; dirt, 
1.25 per cent. 
In the American seed 
the corresponding figures w ere, varie­ 
gated, 32.9 per cent; yellow, 20.3 per 
cent; 
brown, 19.07 per cent; 
in ter­ 
mediate, 20.47 per cent; weed seed, 
3.98 per cent; dirt, 3.98 per cent. 
It 
will thus be seen th at in both kinds 
the per cent of fairly good germ inable 
seed was only a little above 52 per 
cent.

There is a national actors’ 
club witli 30,000 life member*, ami 
there is a special god in the temples to 
whom all good Chinese Thespians pray.

There are a good many rooms where 
the radiator is either too small or the 
steam pressure is too low to maintain 
a comfortable tem perature in severe 
w eather. If the tenant is enjoying the 
station electric lighting service tile 
m atter can easily be remedied. Take 
an electric fan and set it Where it will 
blow against a large part of the radia­ 
tor’s surface. 
Turn it on at a low 
speed or at high if necessary, and your 
cold room will soon be thoroughly 
w arm ed. The philosophy of the thing 
is th at steam at a low pressure carries 
much less lutent heat than steam a t a 
high pressure and therefore w arm s tile 
radiator so poorly that only a slight 
d raft of air rises around the pipes, and 
condensation is slow. W ith the fan in 
operation 
there 
is 
a 
forced 
draft 
against the radiator that conducts a 
great deal more heat atvay from the 
iron, cooling it so th at much condensa­ 
tion of steam occurs inside it. 
Tho 
heat thus snatched from tile reluctant 
radiator is held in the circulating at 
Biosphere of the room, which is soon 
changed from cold to w arm a t a tri 
fling cost for electric energy.—P itts­ 
burg Press.
